
Thition Still Affordable at St. Joseph's

The rapid rate of increase 
in college costs has 
financially begun to drop, 
according to a survey done 
by the College Board, After 
three years of annual 
increases of 10-11%, 
students will have to cope 
with an increase of only 6% 
this fall. 

However, students at St. 
Joseph's College will be 
coping with a 12.5% increase 
for the 1984-85 school year, 
which is double the national 
percent increase. For the 
last three years St. Joseph's 
students have also had to 
pay an average 10% 
increase, although tuition at 
St. Joseph's still remains 
about $1,400 lower than all 
other private colleges which 
will average $5,0 1 6 this year, 
according to the College 
Board. 

Just ten years ago the 
average annual cost for an 
undergraduate was $3,860 at 
a private institution. The 
annual tuition today at St. 
Joseph's is 3,600, 7% less 
than the national average 
cost of a private college ten 
years ago. 

The tuition at St Joseph's 
is decided by the Board of 
Trustees which tries to keep 



it as low as possible to meet 
the needs of college 
students. "The trustees and 
administration made 
a commitment to low 
tuition-we believe in a 
quality education at a low 
cost," said a member of the 
administration. Educators 
maintain that the larger 
annual increases for private 
institutions were needed to 
make up ground that had 
been lost to inflation in the 
1970's in faculty salaries 
and campus maintenance. 
Because the faculty at St. 
Joseph's is widely made up 
of religious, a portion of 
their salary is voluntarily 
donated to the college. This 
portion, called "contributed 
services" allows tuition costs 
to be kept down and 
provides funds towards 
scholarships. 

The alumni are also 
instrumental in raising 
money for St. Joseph's. This 
years Alumni Fund Drive, 
which ended in June, raised 
$127,716. In recent years the 
college has also been able to 
solicit foundations and 
receive specific grants for 
such things as computers. 

There is also the limited 
state and federal funding 



which St. Joseph's receives. 
The Bundy grant, which 
offers a stipulated amount 
of money for each graduate, 
has also contributed to low 
tuition costs. "We believe 
that there are some students 
who can't afford most 
private colleges and who can 
benefit from the atmosphere 
at St. Joseph's, We are a 
non-profit organization out 
to have enough money for the 
students , . . which the 
college runs for", said a 
member of the administ- 
ration.

President

Recently, I had the 
pleasent opportunity of 
interviewing the President 
of our College, Sister 
George Aquin O'Connor. 
During the course of our 
thirty minute interview, I 
asked Sister George various 
questions concerning herself 
and the St. Joseph's 
community. 

Sister George is a native 
of Astoria, Queens and a 
graduate of Hunter College. 
Upon graduation from 
College, Sister began 
teaching at St. Joseph's 
College as a sociology 
teacher. Later on. Sister 
continued her education 
with doctoral studies in 
anthropology. 

In Sister George's 
opinion, a small college 
creates an atmosphere 
appropriate for the stimula- 
tion of personal growth. At 
St. Joseph's College each 
chairperson is available to 
aid students in their 
personal and professional 
endeavors. Positive results 
of the undergraduate 
programs are obvious when 
it is taken into consideration 
that so many of St. Joseph's 
graduates continue their 
education in graduate 
programs. 

Sister George noted that 
the science programs 
especially benefit academi- 
cally from a small 
undergraduate enrollment. 



The reason for this is the 
individualized lab instruc- 
tion each student of science 
receives.

An Accounting Degree 
Program within the 
Business Department at St. 
Joseph's is a strong 
possibility for the future. 
Interestingly, as Sister 
George explained, it is not 
extremely easy to incorpora- 
te a degree program into a 
college curriculum. Since 
college enrollment is down 
on a nationwide basis, 
competing colleges are not 
very eager to support the 
institution of new degree 
programs in other colleges

A Freshman's Impression

Have you ever experineed 
culture shock? If so, you'll 
understand when 1 say that 
starting at St. Joseph's was 
just that for me. Since St,
